The  accounts  on  the  other  hand  show 
that  in  actuatttJ  t»e  deficit  for  the, 
year  instead  or  heins  nearly  three  mil- 
lions amounted  to  little  more  than 
$445,000,  or  if  made  to  include  payments 
In  sinking  funds  and  public  debt,  a  lit- 
tle over  $623,000.  The  estimated  re- 
ceipts for  the  year  were  $8,192,101  and

Actual  Expenditure*  Less 
At  the  samn  time  actual  expenditures 
were  less  than  the  provision  made  by 
Parliament,  the  policy  of  the  Governr 
ment  being  the  safe  one  of  forecasting 
Its  resources  at  the  minimum  and  its 
expenditures  at  the  maximum.  Last 
year  showed  an  excess  of  revenue  over 
estimates  under  certain  heads  of 
$2,793,755,  and  a  shortage  in  a  few  items 
to  the  extent  of  $240,000,  leaving  a  net 
excess  of  about  $2,553,608.

Strong  opposition  was  offered  to  the  bill

Montreal. 

Hon.  Mr.  Lemieux  held  that  as  the  bill 
provided  for  the  holding  of  examinations 
and  the  granting  of  certificates,  it  really 
had  to  do  with  education,  and  that  con- 
sequently It  was  for  the  province,  and 
not  the  Dominion,   to  deal   with.

MEXICO  CITY,  Feb.  24. — Confidence 
in  the  new  administration  is  growing  In 
the  capital.  A  revulsion  of  sentiment 
had  been  caused  by  the  killing  of  Fran- 
cisco Madero  and  Pino  Suarez,  but, the 
great  majority  of  the  Mexican  people 
merely  shrug  their  shoulders.

LONDON,  Feb.  24. — -The  British  Gov- 
ernment is  '  in  a  q"t)*n3*ry  over  the 
opium  dispute  with  china.  Should  the 
Foreign  office  do  as  It  is  being  urged 
by  the  Indian  opium  merchants  and 
hankers  and  insist  upon  China  strictly 
complying  with  iho  Anglo-Chlriese 
treaty,  which  regulates  the  importation 
ot"  Indian  opium  into  China,  the  Govern- 
ment would  be  condemned  by  a  strong 
body  of  public  opinion,  which  objects 
to  the  Government  encouraging  the 
trade  in  any  way.  On  the  other  hand, 
unless  some  action  is  taken  to  make 
China  observe  the  treaty,  the  traders 
are  threatened  with  a  loss  aggregating 
$50,000,000,  which  they  might  justly  call 
upon  the  Indian  Government  to  refund 
to   them. 

The  Anglo-Chinese  treaty,   which  pro- 
vided  for  a   10    per   cent   reduction   an- 
nually  in  the  importation  of  the  Indian 
opium  into  China  and  the  extinction  of 
trade   in   seven  years,     also     stipulated 
that    Indian    opium    should    not    be    de- 
barred   from    the    provinces      until      the 
cultivation    of    the    domestic    plant    had 
ceasod.     In  return,  China  was  to  remove 
certain    restrictions    that    the    provincial 
authorities   had  placed   on    the   wholesale 
trade      in     Indian      opium.       Complaints 
have    been    lodgecl   at    the    British   Lega- 
tion  at   Peking   that   China  has   violated 
the    treaty    in    almost    every    particular. 
Provincial    authorities   have  held   up  ami 
destroyed   Indian   opium    which   had    paid 
the   high    duty.        The    British    Minister 
brought  the  complaints    to   the  attention 
of    the    Chinese    Govern  mint,    but,    thus 
far,   efforts    to   secure   satisfaction    havu 
failed.        China's    reply    is    that    she    is 
making    a    determined    effort    to    stamp 
out  the  opium  evil,  and   that   she  already 
has    greatly    reduced    the    cultivation    of 
the  plant.

DAWSOX,  Y.  T.,  Feb.  24.— A  gold 
dredge  owned  by  the  Yukon  Gold  Com- 
a,t  ' -Bonanza  Creek  was  dynamited 
early  Sunday  morning  by  some  unknown 
person.  The  dredge  is  broken  in  two 
in  the  middle  and  is  altogether  out  of  ) 
business  for  the  season.  It  will  require 
rebuilding.  The  frame  work  of  the  top 
house   was  smashed   to  splinters. 

The  charge  was  evidently  placed  by  » 
someone  who  knew  how  to  do  the  most 
damage  possible  and  break  the  main 
timbers  of  the  boat.  The  dredge  cost 
two  hundred  and  Hfty  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  is  damaged  to  the  axtent  of 
about  fifty  thousand.  The  dynamite 
was  evidently  stolen  from  the  store- 
houses of  the  Yukon  Gold  Company  and 
Northern  Commercial  Company,  .situated 
near  where  the  dredge  was  la'd  up  in 
winter  quarters.  The  locks  of  the 
doors  had  been,  opened  and  then  are 
tracks    in    the    snow. 

The  boat  had  been  recent  ly  Out  loose 
from  th'e  ice  which  had  formed  about 
and  was  floating.  The  eKplosi-Vi 
evidently  blew  the  bottom  out,  and  h'he 
sank  in  about  sixteen  feet  of  water. 
The  police  are  working  on  the  case,  but 
so  far  no  arrests  have  been  made. 

This  Is  the  tlrst  time  In  inanv  years 
that  an  act  of  vandalism  had  been  com- 
mitted in  Yukon.

It  must  be  understood,  how- 
ever, that  In  the  money  markets  the 
general  rate  of  Interest  has  advanced, 
and  in  future  3  per  cents  will  not  be  in 
demand  and  must  remain  considerable 
below  par. 

A   Taxation   Polloy 
At    this    point,    Mr.    Speaker,      having 
disposed  of  the  estimates,  I  propose  to 
make  an  announcement  of  policy  in  re- 
spect  to   taxation.     The  Royal  Commis- 
sion  on   Taxation   made   four  important 
recommendations,   namely:      The     aboli- 
tion  of   the   poll    tax;    the  exemption  of 
improvements  from   taxation;    the  aboli- 
tion   of  the   personal    property    tax   and 
readjustment    of    the    Income    tax,      and 
various  minor  changes  to  which   I  need 
not    refer    In    detail.      The    Government, 
after  careful  consideration,  decided  that 
to  adopt  all    these   recommendations  at 
once    would    Involve    too    great    an    im- 
mediate   loss    of    revenue.      By    the    bill 
before    the    House,    which    1     introduced 
the  other  <U.y,  We  propose  now  to  abolish 
the   poll    tax,    which    involves   a   loss   of 
revenue    to    the   extent   of  about      $:J50.- 
000,  and  it  is  proposed  in  two  years  time 
to  exempt  Improvements  from  taxation. 
In  four  years,  it  Is  proposed  to  abolish 
the    tax    on    personal    property    and    re- 
arrange   the    incidence    of    income      !"*. 
endeavoring  as   far  as  possible  to  adopt 
the    whole    of    the    recommendations    of 
the    tax    commission.      Our    aim      is      as 
soon    as   possible,    by   easy      stages,      to 
reach  a  point  where  direct  taxation  will 
be   eliminated    and   our   revenues   will    be 
obtained   from   natural    resources  of   the 
Province.       This    I     regard    as    a    wound 
policy,    and    I   shall   go   further   Into    tits 
matter    when    I    explain    Bill    44    on    Its 
second   reading. 

I  referred  at  the  outset  to  the  con- 
tinued and  Increased  prosperity  and  de- 
velopment of  the  Province,  upon  which 
the  people  are  to  be  congratulated.  The 
volume  of  business,  as  I  shall  show 
presently  in  some  detail.  throughout 
British  Columbia  is  crowing  daily,  and 
It  is  a  pleasant  task  to  review,  as  has 
been  the  custom  heretofore,  the  com- 
mercial and  industrial  conditions  as 
they  existed  dbrlng  1912.

remain  fertile  forever.  British  ColUtn- 
nln,  with  Its  natural  fertility  of  BOfl  and 
Its  splendid  climate,  has,  therefore,  pos 
sibinties  of  becoming  a    great   a-gricul 

tural  Province  as  well  as  a  great  inln 
Ing.  lumbering  and  fishing  I'rovin.-  It 
U  therefore  a  matter  of  satisfaction 
that  many  desirable  settlers  have  taken 
up  homes  in  all  parts  of  the  Province, 
so  that  there  are  hopes  that  by  the 
development  of  our  vacant  lands  our 
home  production  will  catch  up  with  the 
consumption,  which  is  Increasing  enor- 
mously each   year. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that 
good  crops  in  all  llnea  were  general 
throughout  the  Province  In  19H,  and 
the  statistics  show  a  substantial  In- 
crease in  production  over  previous 
year*. 

It  Is  satisfactory,  on  the  other  hand, 
to  know  that  the  Imports  did  not  ma- 
terially Increase,  notwithstanding  the 
great  increase  of  population,  which  was 
added  to  by  about  75,000.

Is  increasing  so  rapidly  that  it  Is  very 
difficult  to  effectually  carry  them  out 
ut  a  largely  Increased  staff,  and 
I  am  making  representations  to  the  Do- 
minion Government  with  a  view  to  ef- 
fecting some  system  of  co-operation. 
W'lun  l  tell  you  that  in  1912  nearly  700,- 
000  packages  of  fruit  and  about  3,250,- 
000  Items  of  nursery  stock  were  in- 
spected, and  that  out  of  these  28,074 
boxes  of  fruit  and  24,376  Items  of 
nursery  stock  were  condemned,  you  will 
get  some  idea  of  what  has  been  ac- 
complished. Incldently,  I  may  say  that 
the  output  of  local  nurseries  of  1912 
was  between  1,400,000  and  1,500,000 
standard   trees. 

Educational    Work 

A    statistical    bureau     has   been   estab- 
lished  and    will    from    time    to    time   Is- 
sue Information  in   bulletin  form.     This 
is  a  most  important  departure.     'The  de- 
partment  is    carrying   on   a   very   effec- 
tive  campaign    of    education,    and    1    do 
not    think    any    similar    department      In 
Canada  is  doing  more  or  better  service 
for    the    farmer    than    our      own.        This 
educational    work    is    being    carried      on 
through   a   number    of     agencies.        The 
farmers'    institutes,    eighty    in    number, 
with    a    membership    of    7,000,    an 
atoned    free   of   charge   with  expert   lec- 
tures   and    demonstrations      and      many 
thousands  of  departmental  bulletins  and 
reports.      The    women's      institutes    now 
number  twenty-five,  with  a  membership 
of  over  1,000,  and  the  movement  is  pro- 
gressing.     Short   course   schools  In  live 
stock   studies  and    horticulture   are  car- 
ried  on    in    the    Winter    months.      Fruit- 
packlng  schols,  demonstration  spraying, 
demonstration    orchards    and    the      very 
latest  1  hi  in   demonstration,  are  valuable 
factors    and    are    meeting    with    success 
and  appreciation.      The  latest  departure, 
farm   demonstration,   enables   the   farmer 
to  do   work   on  his  own  farm   under   the 
supervision   and   direction   of  an   expert 
official.      This    is    likely    to    prove    the 
must   valuable   of   all    the   work    the   de- 
partment Is  engaged  in,  the  object  being 
to    demonstrate    how    the    maximum    of 
profit   may    be   derived. 

Agricultural  fairs  may  also  be  re- 
garded as  educative  agencies,  and  in 
their  aid  $90,000  was  voted  last  year 
and  allocated  according  to  improved 
methods  Nearly  all  the  fairs  held  last 
year  were  very  successful  and  showed 
a  good  balance  In  their  favor.  In  this 
connection,  the  publicity  work  of  the 
department  was  greatly  extended,  and 
the  Provincial  exhibits  of  a  general 
character  were  «hpwn  at  the  principal 
centres  of  the  STlddle  West  and  of 
i'Jastern  Canada,  and  later  at  the  great 
Urrtted  States  Land  Show  at  Chicago. 
At  these  exhibitions,  particularly  at 
the  last  named,  the  Province  secured 
the  highest  reward  and  the  exhibits 
attracted  widespread  attention..  At 
Chicago,  four  Illustrated  lectures  a  day 
were  xlvcn  for  fifteen  days.  Again, 
tor  the  seventh  time,  British  Columbia 
fruit  won  the  Gold  Medal  at  the 
Royal  Horticultural  Society's  show  In 
London,  England,  and  this  fruit  also 
Obtained  the  highest  award  at  Man- 
chester.

It  Is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  t!m 
estimates,  which  the  Finance  Minister 
submitted  to  the  House  yesterday,  are 
for  the  year  ending  March  '31.  1914.

ful of  the  dt-mundx  of  the  educational 
system.  This  does  not,  we  may  add. 
Include  anything  ,ln  account  of  the 
University.  The  Items  In  the  list  headed 
"Miscellaneous,"  which  reach  the  large 
totRl  of  |3,08f,,410,  show  Ui  ■  very  t;rcat 
diversity  of  objects,  to  the  promotion 
of  which  votes  arc  made  by  the  legis- 
lature. Of  this  amount,  more  than  half, 
that  Is,  $1,421,000,  is  for  services  con- 
nected with  the  Land  Department,  a 
branch  of  the  public  service  which  is 
steadily  growing  in  scope  and  Import- 
ance, Of  this  amount,  1750,000  is  for 
surveys,  a  line  of  work  that  is  neces- 
sarily rerj  expensive,  but  one  in  which 
expenditures,  once  made,  do  not  have 
to  be  repeated.  These  surveys  are  a 
valuable  asset  to  the  Province,  not  one, 
Indeed,  upon  which  money  can  be  real- 
ised, but  one  the  utility  of  which  to

The  Finance  Minister  estimates  that 
there  will  be  available  for  the  year  be- 
ginning on  April  1  next  the  sum  of 
$10,326,086.06,  all  receipts  from  current 
revenue.

It  thus  appears  that  the  Province  de- 
rives in  round  numbers  only  7  per  cent 
of.  its  revenue  from  the  Dominion,  and 
upwards  of  16  per  cent  from  direct 
taxation,  a  disproportion  which  we  do 
not  suppose  any  one  contemplated  at 
the  time  th?  Terms  of  Union  were 
settled.  If  to  the  taxation  imposed  by 
the  Legislature .  we  add  the  taxation 
voluntary  assumed  by  the  public  by 
the  payment  of  fees,  the  disproportion 
will  be  seen  to  be  much  greater.  We 
find  that  the  people  of  British  Columbia' 
are  expected  to  contribute  to  the  revenue 
in  the  next  fiscal  year  26  per  cent  of 
the  whole  of  the  receipts  of  the  trea- 
sury, which  Is  not  very  much  less  than 
four  times  as  much  as  the  Province 
will  receive  from  the  Dominion.  Ex- 
amination of  the  above  summary  also 
discloses  the  fact  that  the  natural  re- 
sources of  the  Province  contribute  more 
than  six  times  as  much  to  the  treasury 
as  the  Province  gets  from  Ottawa.  A 
more  striking  comparison  is  afforded 
by  the  fact  that  the  expected  receipts 
pay  reglstery  fees.  Succession  duty, 
probate  and  other  fees  will  be  not  much 
less  than  30  per  cent  more  than  what 
the  federal  contributions  are.  These 
figures  are,  it  seems  to  us,  full  of  food 
(or  thought,  and  we  venture  the  asser- 
tion Hut  in  BO  otlpr  province  In  Can- 
ada will  the  contributions  from  the  fed- 
eral exchequer  to  the  provincial  revenue 
be  found  to  bear  so  small  a  proportion 
to  the  whole  as  It  does  In  British  Col- 
umbia. W lun  W<  add  te  this  the  con- 
sideration that  even  our  great  revenue 
is  inadequate  to  meet  the  great  demands 
arising  out  of  the  absolutely  necessary

PEACE    PROSPECTS 

A  Uolgrado  aMspatcli  says  that  the 
Balkan  allies  and  Turkey  nre  negotiating 
terms  of  po.ace,  The  desultory  manner 
In  which  the  war  is  being  carried  on 
makes  such  a  suggestion  seem  very 
probable.  Neither  party  Is  In  a  position 
to  conduct  a  prolonged  campaign  In  a 
■  IgOrOUS  manner.  The  allies  almost 
went  to  the  limit  of  their  resources  be- 
fore the  recent  armistice  was  arranged, 
and  while  Turkey  has  a  largo  roserve 
of  mon  In  Asia  upon  which  sho  could 
draw  If  necessary,  hor  funds  aro  very- 
low,  and  war  cannot  be  carried  on  In 
these  days  without  cash  and  plenty  of 
It.  The  statement  that  peace  will  be 
arranged  early  in  March  Is  Intrinsically 
probable. 

It  Is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  prob- 
ability of  a  rupture  between  Rournanla 
and  Bulgaria  la  becoming  less  and  less 
as  the  days  pass.  The  latter  Is  hardly 
In  a  position  to  begin  hostilities  against 
her  northern  neighbor.

made.  Already  sites  for  a  number  of 
bases  on  the  east  and  south  coasts  of 
England  have  been  chosen,  and  it  is 
proposed  that  each  of  these  shall  be  in 
charge  of  a  lieutenant  with  two  or  three 
pilots  and  machines.  The  Admiralty  has 
decided  that  some  300  waterplanes  will 
be  distributed  along  the  coasts.  In  order 
that  the  very  best  type  of  machines 
may  be  provided,  the  Admiralty  is  now 
carrying  out  experiments,  the  results 
of  which  will  be  put  into  effect  at  the 
new  naval  flying  stations.  A  pro- 
gramme of  this  character  does  not  in- 
dicate that  Great  Britain  is  lagging 
behind  in  the  matter  of  aviation.  The 
coming  estimates  will  probably  pro- 
vide an  adequate  sum  for  encouraging 
this  branch  of  defence,  the  usefulness 
of  which  was  fully  proved  in  the  naval 
and  military  manoeuvres  held  last 
Autumn.

The  British  Simplified  Spelling  So- 
cloty  has  begun  a  very  active  campaign, 
and  the  socretary-treasurer  of  the  On- 
tario Branch  has  sent  us  a  circular,  in 
which  he  Invites  our  co-operation.  We 
are  Informed  therein  that  the  movement 
is  an  Imperial  one,  which  seems  to  be 
a  matter  of  course,  as  everything  is  [m> 
porlal  nowadays.  We  learn  that  the 
Department  of  Education  of  Victoria, 
Australia,  is  adopting  the  simplified 
system,  and  that  hereafter  children  in 
that  antipodean  state  will  spoil  such 
words  as  "valor,"  "labor,"  etc.,  without 
a  "u,"  as  wo  have  been  doing  in  Canada 
for  a  long  time.  They  will  also  write 
"thoator,"  "centor,"  and  so  on,  and  will 
no  longor  put  "mo"  on  the  end  of  "pro- 
gramme." "Catalog,"  "tho,"  'thoro," 
•  timroly,"  are  some  of  the  new  spellings. 
Of  -course,  there  Is  no  such  word  as 
"tuoro" — that  Is,  no  one  pronounces  uny 
word  that  way;  hut  this  Is  a  small  mat- 
ter to  a  spelling  reformer.  Of  course, 
It  Is  all  a  matter  of  taste,  but  "wud" 
and  "hed"  do  not  look  as  nice  as  "would" 
and  "head."  A  proposed  change  is  from 
"aesthetic"  to  "esthetic,"  but  many  peo- 
ple   have    made    that    already. 

Spelling,  as  we  have  It  today,  origin- 
ated with  Or,  Samuel  .lohnson.  Before 
his  tlmo  evory  person  spellod  words  as 
suited  his  fancy,  a  vory  convenient  way 
Indeed,  The  late  Artomus  Ward  re- 
marked on  one  occasion  that  he  had  "no 
use  for  a  man  who  was  so  blamed  con- 
servaiHe  that  he  would  only  spell  a 
word  one  way  "  We  find  so  podate  a 
papor  as  The  Montreal  Witness  declar- 
ing that  Johnsonian  spoiling  Is  "one  of 
the  most  unfounded  despotisms  that 
over  shack le.l  a  great  race."  Wo  are  of 
the  opinion  that  our  Montreal  contem- 
porary really  meant  "confounded  dos- 
potlsms,"  but  did  not  like  to  bo  wicked 
enough    to   say    It. 

We  suppose  this  spelling  reform  will 
go  on  In  an  ever-widening  circle,  and 
yet  we  have  a  word  of  protest  to  make 
against  certain  proposed  changes.  One 
of  Ihom  Is  "helpt"  for  "helped."  Tho 
two  words  are  not  the  same  In  sound, 
and  we  do  not  see  why  there  should  be 
a  change  in  pronunciation  to  save  a 
letter  In  spelling.  Such  words  as  "askt" 
are  not  English.  Wo  write  "spelt"  and 
"smelt,"  but  wo  also  write  "spelled"  and 
"smollod,"  and  we  do  not  pronounce  tho 
two  spellings  alike.  Can  anything  bo 
worse  than  "dlscust"!  We  protest  that 
no  person  with  any  nice  fienae  of  Sound 
pronounces  "discussed"  as  though  it 
onded  in  a  "t."

Section  5  of  the  bill  to  amend  the 
Taxation  Act  would  appear  to  amply 
cover  the  case.  It  provides  that  where 
the  title  to  any  land  has  become  vested 
in  the  crown,  subject  to  any  Interest 
therein  of  any  person,  or  where  the  title 
to  any  lands  is  vested  in  the  crown  and 
it  appears  that  any  person  had,  prior 
to  such  vesting,  aculred  or  had  such  a 
right,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Interest 
of  any  such  person  to  be  taxed  at  the 
cash  value  of  the  lands  per  acre.  Tlio 
proportion  of  taxation  representing  the 
value  of  the  interest  held  by  such  per- 
son shall  be  chargeable  against  him  and 
the  only  right  of  appeal  against  such 
assessment  will  lie  on  the  ground,  that 
It  is  excessive,  or  that  the  person  as- 
sessed has  no  interests  in  the  lands  in 
Question,  It  Is  also  provided  that  no 
tfWn ,gVan$  shall  be  Issued  in  respect 
of  any  such  ihtereat  unless  all  Che 
taxes  chargeable  against  such  Interest 
have   been    paid.  - 

If  Mr.  Heinse  is  assessed  at  the  rate

The 
Garden  A.  C,  owing  to  the  importance 
of  the  match  agreed  to  stretch  the. 
usual  guarantee  to  65  per  cent  of  the 
gross  receipts.  We'.ls  accepted  an  offer 
of  25  per  cent  without  a  protest,  but 
when  McCarney  said  he  wanted  40  per 
cent  Gibson  turned  him  down.  Gib- 
son stated  that  McCarty  could  have  30 
per  cent  after  McCareny  admitted  that 
he  believed  the  bout  would  draw  more 
than  $40,000.  But  McCarty's  manager 
refused  to  accept. 

"I'll  tell  you  what  I'll  do,"  said  Gib- 
son. "I'll  take  the  30  per  cent  and  i.ay 
you  $10,000  in  cash  for  it.  That  will 
be  more  money  than  any  big  fellow  has 
ever  received  for  a  ten-round  bout  In 
this   or   any   other  country."

Council'*    Good    Work 
Mr.   Beckwith   touched  briefly  upon  the 
record    of    last    year's    Council,    declaring 

u  to  have  been  the  most  Important  from 

the  standpoint  of  public  progress  of 
any    in     the    history    01     the    city.       The 

Improvement  of   th    .civic  staff  by   the 

appointment  of  City  Engineer  Kuat  uud 
the  completion  or  many  important  civic- 
works,  all  testified  >.<>  tli,  spirit  with 
which  last  year's  board  undertook  its 
duties. 

On  the  subject  or  finance,  Mr.  Beck- 
with referred  to  the  attempt,  shortly 
after  Air.  Morley  took  his  seat  in  Janu- 
ary, to  make  it  appear  that  there  was 
a  deficit  of  $270,000.  "That  poor,  little 
fellow,"  said  Mr.  Beckwith,  referring  to 
Alderman  Meston,  who  made  the  asser- 
tion, "had  not  the  slightest  Ides  where 
the  money  had  gone,  or  whether  any  de- 
ficit   existed. 

"The  city  comptroller  had  prepared  a 
full  stat-r~-nt  showing  Just  where  the 
expenditures  had  been  made,  and  every 
Item  of  expenditure  has  been  shown.  It 
was  true  the  city  had  exceeded  Its  rev- 
enue, but  the  amount  Is  nothing  like 
that   named   by    opponents   or  the  ..last 


by  saying  the  city  comptroller  had  told 
him  such  was  the  fact,  but  that  official 
had  stated  over  his  signature  that  he 
had  never  made  any  such  statement.  On 
the  contrary,  he  had  told  Mr.  Morley  the 
delay  had  been  occasioned  by  the  1911 
Council. 

Mr.  Beckwith  also  roundly  scored  the 
attempt  by  Mr.  Morley.  through  a,  sup- 
porter, to  stop,  by  way  of  an  Injunction, 
the  bank  from  paying  city  cheques.  Mr. 
Morley's  intention  was  to  embarrass  the 
city,  but,  had  he  done  so,  he  would  have 
prevented  the  payment  of  the  working 
men's  wages.  But,  as  It  happened,  the 
attempt  failed,  the  injunction  was  not 
granted,  and  the  city  was  able  to  cash 
Its  122,000  cheque  and  the  working  men 
wore  promptly  paid  their  wages.  This 
incident  should.  Mr.  Beckwith  believed, 
show  the  working  men  just  as  what 
value  Mr.  Morley's' professions  of  friend- 
ship should  be  judged. 

The  claim  of  Mr.  Morley  that  he  had 
negotiated  the  loan  of  $200,000  with  the 
bank  was.  Mr.  Bockwith  averred,  the 
most  amazing  mis-statement  made  dur- 
ing the  campaign.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
several  days  before  he  (Mr.  Beckwith! 
left  office  ho  communicated  with  the 
president  of  tho  Bank  of  British  North 
America  at  Montreal,  with  a  view  of 
providing  for  an  advance  until  the  end 
of  March,  when,  it  was  expected,  the 
city's  debentures  would  be  floated,  the 
Increased  rate  on  the  bonds  making  it 
probable  that  the  bonds  would  be  dis- 
posed of.  and  the  financial  affairs  would 
he  placed  upon  a  sound  basl.s.  After 
negotiations,  the  bank  agreed  to  ad- 
vance the  $200,000,  and  this  arrange- 
ment was  arrived  at  before  Mr.  Morley 
came  Into  office.  Mr.  Morley  had  no 
more  to  do  with  securing  that  $200,000 
than  had  the  man  in  the  moon. 
Falsehood    Nailed 

The  statement,  too,  by  Mr.  Morley  and 
supporters  that  in  some  manner  nine 
ballots  wore  placed  in  the  ballot  boxes 
between  the  time  of  the  count  and  the 
recount  before  .fudge  Lampman  was 
another  falsehood  Which  Mr.  Beckwith 
dealt  with.  As-  a  matter  of  fact,  it 
was  shown  in  tho  pin, -ceilings  before 
Judge  Lampman  that  there  was  but  one 
ballot  not  accounted  fur,  and  that  might 
have  occurred  through  an  orror  In  the 
COUni  at  those  proceedings.  The  ballots, 
With  that  except  ion,  tallied  with  the 
stubs  In  the  ballot  boxes,  and  that  one 
exception  was  marked  for  Morley.  But 
this  statement  bad  one  result:  It  re- 
flected  upon    the  Integrity  of   Returning 

officer  Northcott.  than  whom  the  city 
possessed  no  more  conscientious  official, 
it  was  simply  another  esse  of  throwing 
ns  much  mud  as  possible  In  the  hope 
that  some  of  It  would  stick  it  was  a 
remarkable  thing  that  people  who  held 
themselves  up  to  tho  world  as  "re- 
formers" could  attempt  to  Injure  the 
reputation  of  a  man  as  wel!  and  favor- 
ably known  as  Mr.  Northcott,  a  resi- 
dent: of  Victoria  for  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury. 

Mr.  Beckwith.  as  he  closed  his  ad- 
dress, was  repeatedly  applauded,  and  It 
was  some  time  before  the  next  speak- 
ers could  make  themselves  heard.  Cries 
for  Mr.  Morley  at  this  stage  were 
answered  hy  the  chairman's  emphatic 
statement  that  Mr.  Morley,  having  seen 
nt  to  relinquish  the  hall  which  he  had 
engaged,  should  not  have  an  opportunity 
Of  coming  back  to  disturb  a  meeting 
called   hv  his  opponent.

"In  the  course  of  the  next  ten  days," 
hci  announced  tonight,  at  a  meeting 
from  which  every  suffragette  disturber 
was  summarily  ejected,  "I  am  going  to 
do  my  bost  to  break  down  this  tyranny 
of  organized  blackguardism.  It  1b  in 
the  intorost  of  the  people  and  democracy 
that  this  despotism  that  has  desecrated 
the  cause  of  womon  and  put  back  their 
movement  many  years  be  terminated  at 
once." 

Women  Are  Mobbed 

One  marked  symptom  growing  out  of 
public  disgust  with  the  campaign  of 
mil  rage  pursued  by  the  militant  suf- 
fragettes is  a  tendency  to  refuse  a 
hearing  to  suffragette  speakers  and  to 
adopt  drastic  measures  to  spoil  their 
meetings.  Three  suffragettes  who  at- 
tempted to  hold  a  meeting  on  Wimble- 
don Common  this  afternoon  met  a  hos- 
tile reception  from  a  crowd  of  several 
hundren  men  and  women  who  were 
quickly  attracted  to  the  spot.  It  was 
quite  impossible  for  the  speakers  to 
make  themselves  heard.  Some  of  the 
crowd   made  a  rush  towards   the   women. 

The  police  stopped  the  meeting  and 
■  r(ed  the  suffragettos  to  safety.  The 
offer  to  any  non-militant  suffragette  to 
enter  the  arena  with  three  lions  to 
address  an  nudlonce  on  women  suffrage 
was  cancelled  today.  The  management 
of  Rostock's  Jungle,  which  Is  appearing 
in  Sheffield,  advertised  a  few  weeks  ago 
that  any  suffragette  sufficiently  daring 
could  have  tho  opportunity  of  fighting 
tho  suffrage  movement  by  addressing 
tho  audience  from  a  den  of  lions.  A 
response  came  from  a  Bolton  women, 
Mrs.  Lloyd,  who  said  she  was  a  non- 
mllltant  suffragette,  had  tried  In  her 
own  way  to  fight  tho  movement  without 
offcpfling  tho  public  taste,  and  would 
welcome  the  chance  of  tolling  Sheffield 
people  why  Lancashire  women  wanted 
the    vote. 

An  agreement  was  signed  whereby 
Mrs.  Lloyd  undertook  to  appear  In  the 
arena  with  the  lions  and  deliver  two 
addresses  early  In  March,  the  manage- 
ment being  released  from  any  legal  re- 
sponsibility in  case  of  accident,  but  Mrs. 
Lloyd  stipulated  for  the  presence  of 
three  trainers. 

Bostock's  management  received  the 
following  telegram  from  Mrs.  Lioyd: 
"The  insurance  company  advises  me 
that  my  policy  will  be  cancelled  if  I 
undertake  to  appear  among  lions.  Do 
please  release  me  from  the  cause." 

Tho  management  thereupon  cancelled 
the  engagement.

LONDON.  Feb.  24. — Ominoua  reports 
have  been  out  of  late  in  regard  to  the 
health  of  the  King  of  Spain.  The  young 
monarch  did  not  inherit,  a  robust  con- 
stitution from  Alfonso  .XH..  who  died 
somewhat  unexpectedly  of  consumption 
about  six  months  before  the  present 
king  was  born.  As  a  child,  Alfonso 
XHI  was  subject  to  nervous  attacks, 
which  gave  rise  to  much  uneasiness. 
The  militant  republicans  were  reluctant 
to  move  against  the  boy,  who  seemed 
scarcely  likely  to  reach  manhood.  A 
general  feeling  of  pity  was  awakened, 
and  the  very  weakness  of  king  became 
political  assets  of  monarchlal  party. 

Under  the  watchful  care  of  his  mother, 
however,  the  lad  grew  visibly  stronger. 
He  lived  more  in  the  open  air  than  moat 
of  his  countrymen,  took  up  outdoor 
games  and  became  a  fair  gymnast.  But 
nothing  could  make  a  strong  man  of 
him.  During  the  last  two  or  three  years, 
Alfonso  has  more  than  once  consulted 
a  specialist  at  Biarritz,  who  is  said  to 
have  treated  him  for  adenoids.  In  Spain 
this  is  looked  upon  as  official  euph- 
emism. It  is  creditably  reported  that 
one  of  the  king's  lungs  is  seriously  af- 
facted,  and  his  family  history  is  enough 
to  account  for  the  serious  concern  which 
any  indisposition  awakens  in  those 
near  him. 

An  old  Spanish  proverb  says  thai  the 
air  of  Madrid  la  so  subtle  that,  though 
ii  wUl  not  blow  mil  a  candle,  it  will 
kill  a  man.  The  Spanish  capital  is 
-wept  hy  hlasts  which  rush  down  from 
the  snow  peaks  of  Ouadarrema.  It  is 
not.  indeed,  a  desiralde  resldenee  for 
any  of  consumptive  tendencies.  It 
abounds  in  a  peculiar  type  of  pneumonia 
i  I'ulfanla  Fulmlnantc" )  to  which  the 
strongest  succumbs  in  24  hour--  \.  .  t 
the  King  of  Spain  can  scarcely  live 
anywhere    else.

Bound  for  Prince  Rupert  on  her  last 
voyage  preparatory  to  being  overhauled 
for  the  Summer  service,  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  steamer  Prince  Rupert, 
Captain  Dan.  McKenzle,  left  Victoria 
yesterday  via  Vancouver,  with  a  big 
passenger  list  for  northern  points.  Un- 
der the  present  schedule,  the  Prince 
Rupert  is  due  to  reach  Victoria  on  her 
return  trip  from  Prince  Rupert  next 
Sunday,  and  she  will  be  immediately 
laid  up  for  overhauling  and  minor  re- 
pairs, and  at  a  later  date  drydocked  for 
the  purpose  of  having  the  marine 
growth  accumulation  removed  from  her 
hull,  leaving  her  in  splendid  shape  for 
a  strenuous   Summer  season. 

As  in  the  case  of  the  Prince  George, 
the  Prince  Rupert  will  tie  up  at  the 
Vancouver  wharves  of  the  company, 
where  the  painting  and  interior  over- 
hauling will  be  carried  out.  Present- 
ing a  smart  appearance  above  the  water- 
line,  the  Prince  George,  Captain  nonald, 
came  over  on  Sunday  afternoon,  and  has 
since  entered  the  'Esquimalt  drydork. 
She  will  be  ready  to  replace  the  Prlnctv 
Rupert  next  Sunday  morning,  taking  the 
Hupert's  southward  trip  to  Seattle,  and 
thence  north  to  Prince  Rupert  To  fa- 
cilitate the  handling  of  freight,  an  ele- 
vator has  been  fitted  in  the  Prince 
George,  connecting  the  main  deck  with 
the  hold.

Xoyal  Mall  Boats. 
There  are  at  present  building  or  com- 
pleting at  the  Harland  and  Wolff  yards 
four  large  express  steamers  for  the 
services  of  the.  Royal  Mall  Steani 
Packet  Company  and  the  Pacific  Steam 
Na\lgatlon  Company.  One  of  the  tour 
Is  being  hnllt  for  the  rtoyal  Mail  1  dm- 
pany's  account.  She  will  have  a  ton- 
nage of  16,600  gross  tons,  and  it  has 
been  decided  tp  name  her  the  Alcantara. 
The  other  three  units  of  the  quartette 
are  building  for  the  account  of  the  Pa- 
cific Steam  Navigation  Company,  but  It 
Is  anticipated  that  one  of  the  boat.-, 
also  of  15,500  tons,  will  run  under  the 
Royal  Mall  Company's  flag.  Tills  ves- 
sel will  have  the  name  of  Andes,  while 
the  two  sister  boats,  for  the  Liverpool 
mail  service,  will  be  called  Ormeda  and 
Orduna.  and  will  be  of  15,000  tons  each 
All  four  steamers  will  have  combination 
engines,  driving  three  propellers,  which 
is  the  system  already  adopted  in  the 
Arlanza. 

On  January  7  there  was  launched  at 
Sunderland,  the  steel  screw  steamer 
'•Joachim  Brinch  Lund,"  specially  con- 
structed to  the  order  of  Messrs.  J.  Lund 
S,  CO.,  of  Bergen.  The  vessel  is  256  feet 
long. 

Tor  Ham  burr- American. 
The  twin-screw  steamship  "Kmil  L. 
Boas,"  the  second  of  t lie  two  Hamburir- 
Amerlcan  liners  which  Messrs.  Swan, 
Hunter  &  Wlgham  Richardson,  Limited, 
U'allsond.  have  been  building,  after  com- 
pleting a  successful  trial  trip  at  sea, 
left  Hamburg  January  16  for  Phlladel 
phla.  The  twin  vessel,  the  'Karl 
Sehurz,"  was  delivered  last  October. 
The  "Kmil  B.  Boas"  .s  425  foet  long 
'1  foot  broad,  and  :'.?.  foet  deep,  and  has 
a  deadweight  carrying  capacity  of  6,100 
tons.  The  ship  Is  to  carry  about  75  pas- 
sengers  only  of  the  first-class.  The 
holds  of  the  vessel  are  insulated  for  the 
conveyance  of  fruit  from  the  Weal  in- 
dies. Wireless  telegrnphy  and  electric 
light  are  fitted.  The  Wallsend  Slipway 
&  Bnglmioring  Co.,  Ltd.,  constructed 
the  main  engines  and  boilers.  The  for- 
mer consist  of  twin-screw  triple-expan- 
sion engines  of  the  Inverted  direct-act- 
ing type,  and  the  boilers  are  workcii 
under  forced  draught.  On  the  shelter 
deck  Is  the  dining  saloon,  extending 
from  side  to  side  of  the  ship.  The 
tables  are  arranged  for  small  soparato 
parties,  and  can  seat  80  persons  at  0 
time.

Regeneration  By  Silence 
.Sir — At  the  close  of  an  editorial  in 
yesterday's  issue  under  the  caption, 
"Regeneration  by  Silence,"  you  ask  the 
question:  "Are  we  about  to  witness  a 
revolt  against  Materialism?" 

you  have  opened  up  a  big  subject  for 
discussion;  one  that  I  will  not  at- 
tempt to  cover;  but  I  would  like,  Mr. 
Editor,  to  point  out  if,  possible  that 
there  is  one  very  gross  form  of  ma- 
terialism that  we  are  today  witnessing 
a  very  widespread  revolt  against.  1 
speak  of  that  form  which  manifests  i- 
Bi  If  throughout  the  civilized  world  In  its 
high  valuation  of  property  above  hu- 
man   well-being. 

There  may  be  thoee  who  prefer  to 
call  this  revolt, -due.  to  "enlightened  sel- 
fishness," but  whatever  the  name,  It  in- 
dicates that  the  social  consciousness  is 
»  omlng  too  sensitive  to  abide  the  old 
order  of  t.Tings.  and  incidentally  the  in- 
stitutions that  support  the  old  order, 
including   the  orthodox  ehurclres. 

I  submit  that  this  is  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal Teasons  why  so  many  people  are 
to  be  fount!  in  the  new  enlta  spoken  of, 
and  -  *  hy  the  churches  are  com- 
plaining of  decreasing  congregations. 
Their  atmosphere  has  become  too  suf- 
rocatlng  to  be  borne  longer  by  an  in- 
creasing   army    of    people. 

Taking  up  tin -ii.01  more  from  the 

viewpoint  on  which  the  editorial  is 
based,  I  might  mention  that  Edward 
Carpenter  has  given  us  perhaps,  the 
clearest  concept  of  any  living  writer  of 
wont  hi  termed  the  "cosmic  conscious- 
ness,"; and  to  Emerson's  transcendental- 
ism may  be  traced  much  Of  what  is 
best    in    the    New    Thought    cults. 

Whitman,  to  my  way  of  thinking,  ex- 
press's well  the  cosmic  outlook  in  his 
poem  entitled,  "To  the  Crucified  One." 
when  he  says,  "Brother,  1  kiss  my 
hand  to  you  across  tho  agea."  This 
will  sound  like  rank  blasphemy  to  some. 
Let  them  remember  (hat  none  of  the 
great  poets  were  orthodox.  H-.m]  they 
spoken  any  but  a  universal  language 
they    would    not    have    been    great. 

The  materialists  who  seek  to  explain 
everything  from  a  physical  basis  seem 
destined  to  tread  a  difficult  path,  if 
the  apparently  trustworthy  evidence  of 
many  investigators  in  the  fields  of 
psychic  research  Is  found  worthy  of  ac- 
ceptance. 

\\e  appear  to  be  approaching  the  con- 
elusion  that  any  powers  possible  to  any 

of  the  race  In  the  past,  are  Just  as  pos- 
sible today,  nn.i  thai  Any  phenomena 
which  may  appear  supernormal,  is  only

erning which  we  as  yet  UnperfectU  >>" 
derstand.
